Walsenburg, Colo., April 28.—Heavy fight-

A heavy fre from the strikers on surround- 
fag hile was replied to vigorously by the 
guards, who had mounted on the hill two

the guards on the hill and the strikers. At 
brief intervals the rifie fire was drowned out 
dp the roar of the cannon.

AMERICAN FOUND INSANE 
IN PRISON BENEATH SEA. 


Man Who Begged to Be Shot, When 
Fentence Was Commuted in Mexican 
Murder Case, Rescued. 


Vera Cruz, April 28.—Among the captives 
found in the fortress of San Juan de Ulloa 
last night, when United States marines un- 
der the command of Capt. Paul E. Chamber- 
lin of the North Dakota took possession of 
the famous “ prison beneath the sea,” was 
Leslie E. Hulbert, formerly of Rochester, 
i 

Hulbert, with William Mitchell, his broth- 
er-in-law, and Dr. C. S. Harle of El Paso, 
was sentenced to death in 1905 on charges of 
murdering two men for the purpose of recov- 
ering $25,000 insurance from the New York 
Life Insurance company. 

Hulbert was examined by navy surgeons’ 
today and found hopelessly insane. He is, 
indeed, almost an imbecile. The conditions 
under which he was confined for years were 
unspeakably vile. 

The cell in which the American was come 
upon was below the water level. Over the 
filth that carpeted it rats scampered when 
the door swung back. It presented fearful 
evidence of the reason Hulbert had, when 
his sentence was commuted to life imprison- 
ment, for begging that he be taken out and 
shot instead of being sent to San Juan de 
Ulloa.

NO WORD ABOUT THEM 


Federal Officer Shrugs His 
Shoulders When Asked Con- 
cerning the Lost.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

Vera Crus, April 28.—The spemial train 
which took 800 Mexican refugees to Tejeria 
on the Mexican railway line, where it was to 
receive 250 American refugees from Mexico 
City, returned this afternoon empty. 

The Mexicans were delivered to the out- 
posts of Gen. Maas, but when the officer in 
charge was asked what had become of the 
Americans, he shrugged his shoulders and 
regretted that they had not been heard from. 
He could give no explanation except that per- 
haps there were breaks in the railroad! which 
hed delayed them. 

It is known thet the 250 men, women, and 
children left the capital yésterday, for they 
were officially reported as leaving, but noth- 
ing has been heard since. 


Anxiety at Vera Cruz. 

There is great anxiety in Vera Cruz to- 
night over the affair, and W. W. Canada has 
used the telegraph as best he could to find 
out what has become of them. 

A special train has been returned to Tejeria 
tonight in the hope they may come through 
at any time. 

Reports from Mexico City today are that 
everything is quiet, but the information 
about refugees, Americans and foreigners, 
still in the capital is not quiet reassuring. As 
a matter of fact, there has been little or no 
word from them,

MARINES STILL ON DUTY.

Vera Cruz; April 28.—Gen. Frederick Fun- 
ston and the fighting Fifth brigade, which 
arrived at Vera Cruz early this morn- 
ing, remained aboard the transports tonight. 
They may land tomorrow and they may rot 
land until the day after. The question seems 
undecided tonight. 

Officially it is stated that the army requires 
three days in which to relieve the army of 
occupation, although the sailors themselves 
went ashore in an hour. Unofficially, it is 
said that the desire of Washington not to do 
anything which might add to the feeling in 
Mexico City may be responsible for the 
delay. 

Gen. Funston, who remains aboard the Kil- 
patrick tonight, will select headquarters 
ashore tomorrow and make réady for taking 
over the command. His officers, who have 
been ashore today obtaining information, will

Bundled on Trains. 

The prisoners, some of whom show the 

effect of imprisonment, only know that they 
were released early today in accordance with 
orders, they were told, from President 
Huerta, who did not wish to hold them 
longer. They were bundled on trains at once 
and sent down to the Mexican outposts, 
where they were escorted afoot across a 
break in the railroad to a point where they 
espied a special train awaiting the 250 Ameri- 
cans who left Mexico City yesterday after- 
noon. The train brought them at once to 
Vera Cruz. 
So far as refugees know, there are some 
Americans still at Cordoba who hope to be 
released soon, but with that exception the 
country is clear of them between El Burro, 
Cordoba, Tierra Blanca, and Vera Cruz. 


Wo Americans Injured. 

The refugees report that no Americans 
have been injured, so far as they have heard, 
and little property damage inflicted. There 
were mobs in all the towns, but they confined 1 
themselves to vocal demonstrations. 

The Americans were released following 
Consul General Canada’s representations. 
He got into communication with Mexico City 


with the result mentioned.

FEDERALS DEFEATED AGAIN 


Lose Two Hundred Men and General; 
Two Towns Are Destroyed. 


Chihuahua, Mexico, April 27 (via El Paso, 
April 28).—At revolutionary headquarters 
here today denial was made that relations 
between Gen. Villa and Carranza were 
strained, in proof of which a friendly tele- 
gram from Villa at Juarez to Carranza was 
exhibited. 

The railroad from Monterey to Tampico is 
being repaired and the defeat of a Federal 
force at Santa Catarina, south of Monterey, 
ia reported. The rebels: captured 300,000 
cartridges, 250 rifles, and one field piece, ac- 
cording to the report. The Federal loss is 
given as 200, including Gen. Enrique Perez, 
and the rebel loss at sixteen. 

Federals Destroy Two Towns. 

Laredo, Tex., April 28.—Mexican Federals 
retreating from Nuevo Laredo, after dyna- 
miting the border city, left a trail of de- 
struction behind them, according to a train 
crew arriving here today with the aban-. 
doned troop trains used by the Federals in 
their flight. 

The towns of Sanchez and La Jarita were 
completely destroyed, they reported, and the 
inhabitants have flied to the hills. 

The Constitutionalist commander of Nuevo 
Laredo today reported to the American au- 
thorities here that the Federal troops who 
evacuated the town on Friday were trying 
to reach the Rio Grande above Laredo. 
United States troops at Minera were ordered 
to be on the alert. 

Rebels Occupy Piedras Negras. 
Eagle Pass, Tex., April 28.—The varguard 
of the rebel forces late today occupied Pie- 
dras Negras. Gen. Guajardo, the Federal 
commander, whose forces were defeated at 
Allende and who was wounded in the battle, 
died last night near the Rio Grande as he was 
being prougtht to the American side. 

Border Troops Ready to Move. 

El Paso, Tex., April 28.—The division of 
troops now on the Mexican border is prepared 
to take the field at five minutes’ notice, fully 
equipped for a long and severe campaign, ac- 
cording to Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing, who 
took over today the command of the United 


States forces gathered here. 
Brig. Gen. Pershing said the troops had 
been supplied with thirty days’ field rations 
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and sufficient ammunition and supplies to 
carry them through any campaign the war 
department might deem necessary. 

Brig. Gen. Pershing, who arrived today 
with the last sections of the Sixth and Six- 
teenth infantry regiments from San Fran- 
cisco, made an immediate inspection of the 
border patrols. He established his head- 
quarters at Fort Bliss, but the Sixth and 
Sixteenth regiments encamped in this city.

It was discovered that Funston’s forces 
are not wholly adequate to take the place of 
the sailors. There are not enough of them 
to continue the administration of the city and 
the safeguarding of its environs, according 
to plans worked out by Rear Admirals 
Fletcher and Badger. 

This is due to the congressional policy 
which did not allow the army to recruit ita 
military arms up to full war strength. It 
was decided two days ago to keep the 8,000 
marines here until all the military can ar- 
rive, and now it is likely that some sailors 
will be retained as well. It would not do to 
take a chance of attack by weakening the 
army of cocupation. 


City Inspected by Officers. 


Gen. Funston called a conference of his 
officers and soon after details of them put 
foot on the pier. They went up into the 
city, where they met naval officers, who pro- 
ceeded to show them over the city. A thor- 
ough inspection was made throughout the 
afternoon and one point of particular inter- 
est appeared to be the naval academy, where 
the fiercest fighting took place last week. 
Although the building appeared to be badly 
damaged, inspection showed that !t could be 
made habitable and in all likelihood it will 
become an army barracks.

Normal Conditions in City. 
Rear Admiral Fietcher has the city run- 
ning almost at its norma! pace. The signs 
of military occupancy are disappearing from 
the principal streets and the guarding is all 
in the environs and in the outlying district. 
There is always a bustle about the head- 
quarters of Rear Admiral Fletcher. 
Rear Admiral Fletcher’s proclamation last 
night—“ It is gratifying to note that all busi- 
ness is resumed in Vera Cruz and good order 
prevails. Citizens may pass freely in the 
streets both night and day and resume their 
accustomed lives ’’—has shown the situation 
which the authorities in control do not want 
changed. 
Because of the general relaxation in sever- 
ity, owing to the respect with which the 
Mexicans have come to regard the Ameri- 
cans, there are few restrictions anywhere. 
Hucksters and farmers from the country 
come and go wherever they want to sell 
their wares. 
Seize a British Concession. 
The only unpleasant feature of the last 
twenty-four hours was the seizing of the 
piers, yards, and buildings of the Terminals 
company, a British concession, for military 
purposes. 
Rear Admiral] Fletcher went to W. Mor- 
oum, the manager, and offered to rent the 
entire establishment, but the price demand- 
ed was considered exorbitant. Report was 
made to Rear Almiral Badger, who ordered 
that the plant be seized, inasmuch aes mili- 
tary law had been prociaimed. An official of 
the company hoisted a British flag, but that 
did not avall. 
The seizure was purely technical. The 
United States notified the company that the 
place had been seized and it was all over. 
There will be no trouble about it, as Wash- 
ington will adjust the claim with the gpov- 
ernment of Great Britain. 


Political Prisoners Freed. 

The flag went up over all San Juan de 
Uloa, the bastile of Mexico, today, and a 
dozen or more well knowm Mexicans held 
as political prisoners have been released 
from the damp dungeons. The Mexican flag, 
which Col. Vigil, the commandant, had been 
flying ever since the occupation, went down 
yesterday, but Capt. Stickney of the Prairie 
and his men did not break out the Stars and 
Stripes untfl today: They were up there 
once before, in 1847. 
The naval officers who visited the place 
deciare its condition almost indescribabie. 
Many of the dungeons are below the water 
line, and in some of them the water is knee 
deep. There is no light, and the food de 
pends upon the whim of the jailors. 
There were about 300 desperate prisoners in 
the fortress, justly condemned and dangerous 
to the community. They will remain. Buta 
dozen or more men sent there for purely 
political reasons are freed.

More than 200 Poles and Slovaks taking 
out citizenship papers last night demon- 
strated their patriotism at the office of the 
clerk of the Circuit court in the county 
building.

"WHOLE FLEBT 10 SAIL CANAL 


Atlantic Ships Will Make Dem- 
onstration in Short Time. 


OBJECT LESSON TO WORLD. 


Powers Shown This Country Is Ready 
to Guard Both Coasts. 


[BY A STAFF. CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., April 28.—[Special. ]— 
A plan to send the entire Atlantic battleship 
fleet through the Panama canal ag soon as 
possible was made during a conference of 
President Wilson with his advisers in con- 
gréss, according to information obtained here 
today. 

‘It appears that the proposition was dis- 
cussed by the president and the members of 
_ the senate committee on foreign relations and 
house committee on foreign affairs ldst Sat- 
urday evening in connection with the Mex- 
ican mediation plan. 


Push Preparations for War. 

It was décided that while the mediation 
negotiations are progressing the adminis- 
tration should continue to push its prepara- 
tions for war. Ip this connection it was pro- 
posed that a demonstration of the ability of 
the United States to utilize the Panama canal 
for the passage of vessels of war be made. 
The suggestion was that the sending of 
the fleet through the canal not only would 
facilitate operations against Mexico, but 
would afford an impressive demonstration to 
the powers of the world that the United 
States is prepared for naval warfare in the 
Pacific as well asin Atlantic waters. 


Object Lesson to Far East. 
Although the names of no nations were 
mentioned, there is reason to believe that 
participants in the conference were not ig- 
noring the effect which such a demonstration 
would have upon public sentiment in Japan 
in connection with the California land ques- 
tion. 
The president informed his advisers that 
Gov. Goethals had reported the canal ready 
for the passage of all American battleships 
with the exception of the two largest—the 
New York and the Texas. Within a couple 
of months it is expected it will be pos- 
sible to pass even these.

Object to President James’ Proposal 
—May Join Northwestern. 


The proposal that the Rush Medical col- 
lege become affiliated with the University of 
Illinois, instead of the University of Chicago, 
met the disfavor of a majority of the Rush 
medical faculty last night, Seventy-four of 
the executive and teaching force of the col- 
lege dined at the Hotel Sherman and in 
executive session discussed the proposals 
mede by President James of the State uni- 
versity. 

* The feeling of the meeting was against 
a union with Illinois,"”’ said Dr. Frank Bil- 
lings, aean of the faculty of Rush. ‘‘ How- 
ever, the faculty cannot do anything except 
make recommendations to the board of 
trustces."’ 

James R. Angell, acting president of the 
University of Chicago, presided at the meet- 
ing. 

Some action on the part of Rush became 

imperative when the trustees of the univer- 
sity decided that in order to maintain its 
present position as clinical department to 
the University Medical college the trustees 
of the college would iiave to raise an endow- 
ment of $1,000,000.

| DENIES REPORT OF DEFT. 


Lawyer Declares He Did Not Tell 
Delinquent Suit Prosecitor 
Client Would Not Pay. 


Sidney Adler, attorney for Mrs. Julius Ro- 
senwald, went to see Assistant State’s At- 
torney Charles Center Case Jr. yesterday at 
his office in the county building. 

Case has charge of delinquent tax suits. 
Some time ago he was presented with a state- 
ment, signed by members of the board of re- 
view, that Mrs. Julius Rosenwald’s taxes 
had been assessed on a valuation ten times 
the amount of her personal property through 
a mistake. The statement, therefore, reo- 
ommended that the assessment of $441,820 be 
reduced to $44,132. 

Case, according to Adler, asked Mrs. Ro- 
senwald to come to his office. Adler, her at- 
torney, went in her stead. 


He Interviews Case. 

The City News Bureau sent out a report of 
their discussion, in which Adler was quoted 
as admitting that Mrs. Rosenwald was 
worth more than $44,000 dnd declaring she 
should not and would not pay taxes on it 
* because the tax rate is so high.’’ To all of 
which, according to the report, Case replied 
by saying he would consult with the state’s 
attorney before taking any action, but that 
he could not reduce the valuation. 

Mr. Case later said he had not seen the in- 
terview, Which was printed in the af.ernoon 
papers, but said a City News Bureau reporter 
had been at the door during his talk with 
Mr. Adier and the interview probably was 
correct. 

“The interview is not correct,’”’ said Mr.

Rockefeller Attitude Reported. 
The issuance of the proclamation followed 
a conference in which Representative Fos- 
ter of Lilinois reported to the president his 
failure to obtain any concession from Johp 
D. Rockefeller Jr. toward a settlement of 
the strike. : 

The attitude of the Rockefellers has 
aroused much resentment in congress. Rep- 
resentative Bryan of Washington, Progres- 
sive, introduced in the house this afternoona 
bill proposing that the government take 
‘over the property of the Rockefellers in the 
Colorado mining district as a means of end- 
ing the strike. The mines would be operated 
on @ comprehensive government ownership 
plan which is outlined in the bill. 


Asks Appropriation of $10,000,000. 

Ap appropriation of $10,000,000 is cailed for 
asastarter by Mr. Bryan, who has stipulated 
that the president shall by private purchase 
take up all of the stock of the cerporation 
at its actual value, having regard tothe pro- 
portion that this values bears to the physical 
value of the property. The bill further pro- 
vides:

“We pointed out to Mr. Foster that, of the 
many coal cOmpanies in southern Colorado, 
we were interested solely and as minority 
stockholders in the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
company, which controls only about one- 
third of the output of that state. 

“After a long: and full discussion of the 
question in all its aspecte, Mr. Foster was 


not involve the uniénizing of the mines or 
the submission of that question to arbitra- 
tion. ; 

“ We showed that all of the points which 
are claimed to be at issue, with the exception 
of unionizing the camps, the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron company had voluntarily granted to 
its employés long before the strike was called 
or talked of.”’ 

The points enumerated are the efght hour 
day, semimonthly pay, right of miners to 
employ check weighmen, no discrimination 
against employés who trade at other than 
the company’s stores, voluntary increase in 
wages last year amounting to $550,000 a year.

“We do not question the right of any 
workmen to freely associate themselves in 
unions for the furtherance of their com- 
mon and legitimate interests, but we do as- 
sert the equal right of an individual to 
work independently of a union if he so 
elects. We are contending against the right 
of unions to impose themselves upon an in- 
dustry by foree, by assault and murder, 
and not against the right of men to organize 
for their mutual benefit.

“The impression has been ‘created that if 
we could agree to submit to the unlonizing of 
the camps of the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
company this entire trouble would be ended. 
The public generally does not seem to con- 
sider whether or not this ise right or a fair 
demand and in the interest of the employés 
of the company aga whole. 

“ What would ‘become of the great major- 
ity of ite workers were such surrender to be 
made? All of its loyal nonunion employés, 
numbering several thoueands, more than 90 
per cent of the total number employed in the 
mines, who have been faithful and true to its 
interests, would be thrown out of employ~ 


ment unless willing to submit as individuals 
to union dictation. Is it the spirit of Ameri- 
can fair play which is asking such ruthless 
disregard of the interests of honest men, or is 
it the spirit of partisanship and self-seeking?

“ But the issue is not one of merely local 
importance. It affeots every workingman 
throughout the land. The fact that labor 
unions represent but a small minority of the 
workers of the entire country seems to be 
lost sight of by those who urge the termina- 
tion of this local difficulty at the price of sur- 
render to union domination. Surely no think- 
ing man can ask, much less expect, that we 
will abandon our own employés and the 
cause of the workers of the entire country 
because violence and wholesale slaughter 
are brought about by an element which has 
come to regard itself as above and beyond 
the reach of the law. 

*“ Are the labor unions, representing a small 
minority of the workers of the country, to be 
pustained in their disregard of the inalien- 
able right of every American citizen to work 
without interference whether he be a union 
or @ nonuhion men? Surely the vast major- 
ity of American citizens will, without fear or 
favor, stand for even handed justice under | 
the constitution and equal rights for every 
citizen.

“ But there is a final aspect of this grave 
matter which deserves more than all else the 
attention of the American public in this 
crisis. Whether the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
company and the other operators have been 
wholly free from blame or not in the present 
controversy, the issue now to be decided is 
whether the state, or, failing the state, the 
nation, shall make good the constitutional 
guarantee of law and order. 

* At the present moment in Colorado funds 
are being openly raised and citizens are being 
armed with the avowed purpose of resisting 
the authorities of the state.

SQUINT. 

TRABISMUS (squint) exists when- 
ever the two eyes are not directed 
toward the same object as they 
ought to be. Normally the action 
of the ocular muscles is such as to 

keep both visual lines always directed to 
the object under regard and, although each 
eye receives its own image, only one object 
is perceived by the brain, because the images 
are formed on the same corresponding parts 
of the retina. 

If, owing to faulty action of one or more 
of the ocular muscles, one eye deviates and 
the visual lines cease to be directed toward 
the same object, two images of the same 
object are seen, but on nonidentical parts 
of the retina, and the result is double vision. 

To avoid this inconvenience patients for 
the most part soon learn to ignore or sup- 
press the image formed in the squinting 
eye, the result usually being that this eye 
becomes defective. This power of suppress- 
ing the false image is learned most easily 
in early life, and hence the necessity for 
early treatment of squint to avoid this. 

ae 

Squint may be either paralytic or non- 
paralytic. Nonparalytie squint in children 
may be either congenital or acquired. The 
general causes of acquired squint are im- 
perfect vision in one eye from opacities of 
the cornea or diseases of the choroid, ret- 
ina or optic nerve, rendering it unable to 
participate in bjnocular single vision. 

Causes of pdralytic squint may affect 
either the muscles themselves, the nerve 
trunks, or the nerve centers. Lesions of 
the nerve trunks are most frequent and 
are caused by syphilis, rheumatism, hem- 
orrhage, tumors, alcoholism, influenza, and 
other acute diseases. Paralytic squint may 
be congenital. In the early stages of para- 
lytic squint the treatment will depend upon 
the cause, 

—~o- 

Nonparalytic squint is more common and 
occurs in early childhood. It is convergent; 
that is, one eye turns in toward the nose, 
The defect is manifested early in life—in 
fact, when the child begins to use his eyes 
for near vision, looking at picture books, 
etc. The majority of such children develop 
a squint before the age of 3. 

As a rule the squint develops slowly, and 
the parents are not the first to notice it, 
They generally assign as the cause an ill- 
ness such as measles or the imitation of a 
squinting companion. 

In some cases we observe the squint only 
when the child gazes on a near object. In 
others the squint is constant, but more 
marked when the focusing power is brought 
into play or when the child is tired. Most 
children who see equally well with each eye 
often squint with either indifferently. 


; ~~ 

Contrary to the common belief, children 
seldom ‘“‘ grow out” of it. If neglected, the 
squinting eye usually becomes blind from 
disuse. Neglected “cross eyes” are re 
sponsible for many blind eyes in adults. 

If prescribed sufficiently early, correct 
glasses accomplish cures in many of the 


cases. Even very young children can wear 
glasses without danger. 

The treatment by glasses, which is so 
efficacious in the young, is naturally much 
less so in older patients who have had squint 
for some years, and then operative interfer- 
ence ig necessary. 

The condition where the eye turns out is 
rarely seen in young children and mostly de- 
velops at puberty or later—in fact, when 
myopia or nearsightedness is progressing. 
In the majority of cases, when once devel- 
en nothing short of operation is any 
good.

TREATMENT FOR RHEUMATISM. 

Old Lady writes: ‘“‘ You have mentioned 
that vaccination would be a remedy for 
rneumatism. Can’t you be more explicit? 
What should be used in vaccination? ” 

REPLY. 

Rheumatism is a loosely used term, covering 
several different diseases. Most of the diseases 
called rheumatism are due to germs. The vaccine 
used in the treatment of rheumatism is made 
from the germs which cause the disease. The 
best way to proceed is to grow the germ causing 
the case of rheumatism, to make a vaccine 
from it, and use that vaccine on that case. 

Sometimes the rheumatio joint can be tapped 
and the germ secured. Sometimes there is no 
swollen joint to tap, and the germ is taken from 
the tonsil, or from the gum, or from some other 
pus area. 

People away from laboratories must use stock 
vaccines—that is vaccines previously prepared. 
Sometimes these act like ic; . sometimes they 
do not fit, These vaccines can be secured through 
druggists. Your physi@ian will know about the 
dose and the frequency of injection.

BOILS ON NECK. 

J. A. writes: “ Would you kindly advise 
how to get rid of boils on the neck? Also 
how to do away with marks left by boils? ”’ 

REPLY. 

Boils on the back of the neck are usually caused 
by irritation of the clothing and Infection by 
the hands. In the beginning the infection is gen- 
erally about a hair root. All such hairs should 
be pulled out early and the place disinfected twice 
daily with grain alcohol.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

ENEVA is so ancient a city, dating as 
it does from ante-Roman times, that 
one feels inclined to rub one's eyes 
with surprise to learn that it is busily 
engaged .in preparing for the celebra- 

tion the month after next of its centenary. 

The centenary in question, however, is the 
100th anniversary of its admission to the 
federation of independent cantons, known 
aS the republic of Switzerland. 

Geneva has belonged in turn to Jullus 
Ceesar—that is to say, to Rome; to the Bur- 
gundian kings, to the emperors of Germany, 
to the counts and dukes of Savoy, to sov- 
ereign bishops, to France, and it has been 
an independent commonwealth. 

After the overthrow of Napoleon In 1614 it 
was on the point of becoming the appanage 
of Archduke Ferdinand of Austria. That, 
indeed, was the desire of the great Metter- 
nich, and it was only owing to the sturdy 
objections of the Geneva patriots to any such 
scheme that they were at leng$h permitted 
to join the Helvetian confederation of can- 
tons and to become part and paroel of the re- 
public of Switzerland.

Suffragists may recall that it was white 
living at Geneva that John Knox, the great 
Scottish reformer and divine, wrote “ The 
First Blast of the Trumpet Against the Mon- 
strous Regiment of Women ’’—prompted, 
perhaps, by the fact that there were living 
with him under the same roof at the time, not 
only his wife, but also his mother-in-law and 
a Mrs. Locke, who had left her husband in 
order to be near him. 

The most striking passage of the work in 
question, which may be commended to the 
attention of the suffragists, is as follows: 

“lo permit a woman to bear rule, gupe- 
riority, dominion or empire, above any 
realm, nation, or city, is repugnant to nature, 
contumely to God, a thing most contrarious 
to his approved will and approved ordinance, 
and finally, it is the subversion of all equity 
and justice.”

Jerome Napoleon Bonaparte of Washing- 
ton, D, C., who was married in New York the 
other day, might have enjoyed the German 
title of Prince of Smalcalden, had it not been 
for the resentment of his great-grandmother, 
the former Elizabeth Patterson of Baltimore, 
against her French husband. 

History records that some months after 
ser wedding at Balt imore to Jerome Bona- 
parte, the youngest brother of the first Xm- 
peror Napoleon and at that time a lieutenant 
in the French navy, thec le journeyed 
from America to E pe, but that, while 
Jerome was permitted to disembark and to 
join his brothers, his mother and sisters in 
Peris, his wife was barred from the country 
and forced to seek refuge in the Camberwell 
district of London, where she shortly after- 
wards gave birth to a son. 

Soon after the birth of her child she re- 
turned to Baltimore and received an annual 
allowance from Emperor Napoleon of $12,000, 
which was regularly paid until his downfall 
in 1814.

Jerome, as soon as she had sailed from 
England for her home in America, had hig 
marriage to her declared invalid by imperial) 
decree at Paris for having been contracted 
without the authorization of his family, and 
then proceeded to. contract a matrimoniai 
alliance with Princess Catherine of Wir- 
terr verg. 

Bubsequently he became king of West- 
phalia, and as soon as he was established 
on the throne of that country he sent to 
Baltimore to invite his American wife to 
settle in his dominions and ceciared that, if 
she would do so, he would bestow upon her 
an annuity of $40,000 a year from the West- 
phalian treasury and the hereditary title of 
Princess of paanten en: 


his offers and sent him an answer which is 
amusing in its expression of contempt for 
her former spouse. 

It ran as follows: 

“ Westphalia is not quite large enough for 
two queens. With regard to the allowance 
proposed, I may say that, havir® already ac- 
cepted one from Emperor Napoleon, I pre-

Naval men all over the world will be sorry 
to hear of the action of Winston Churchill, 
as first lord of the British admiralty, in dis- 
mantling and dispersing the celebrated naval 
museum at that old riverside royal palace 
at Greenwich, which is now known as Green- 
wich hospital. 

Winston Churchill, who has been vigorous- 
ly assailed about this matter both in and out 
of parliament, though without success, is 
taking this action in order to permit the 
structural alterations necessary for the es- 
tablishment there of the War Course col- 
lege, which is being moved thither from 
Portsmouth, ~

The museum contained some of the price- 
lets relics of England's naval history, relics 
of Nelson, Drake, Blake. Raleigh, and al! 
the other British navel heroes, anda superb 
collection of modelg of British warships 
from the reign of Henry VL. down to the 
latest type of superdreadnought. 

Among the more modern objects of interest 
are the theodolite with which Capt. Scott de- 
termined the south pole, and the boiler plate 
of the paddie steamer Nile, which was re- 
paired under a heavy dervish fire off Khar- 
tum, when Lord Charles Beresford arrived 
there in January, 1885, just forty-eight hours 
after the killing, of Gen. Gordon.

Greenwich hospital has been famiNar to a 
number of naval officers of the United states, 
past and present, who, after graduating from 
Annapolis, were dispatched by the navy de- 
partment at Washington to take a course at 
the Royal Naval college at Greenwich. In- 
deed, King George when there had several! 
American classmates, including Lewis Nixon 
of New York. ; 

Greenwich palace was a favorite residence 
of the kings of England as far back as in 
the thirteenth century. Henry VIII. and his 


- daughters, Queen Mary and Queem Eliza- 


beth, were born there. 

Charles II. pulled down the ancient palace 
and erected on its foundation the present 
stately and beautiful pile of buildings, ac- 
cording to the designs of Sir ee 
Wren and Inigo Jones. 

With its terrace 1,UUU feet in lengtn smurting 
the broad reach of the river Thames and 
with Greenwich park, full of trees many 
hundreds of years old as a background, it 
was in every way @ worthy home for the 
monarch of a great maritime empire. 

James II, spent much of his timeat Green- 
wich, but his daughter, Queen Mary, and 
her husband, King William, converted it into 
a home for old and wounded seamen of the 
royal navy, that is to say, into a species of 
maritime counterpart of the Invalides in 
Paris, and since then it has been known as 
Greenwich hospital. 

This, however, was abandoned about forty 
years ago and since then the palace has been 
given up to the use of the Royal Naval col- 
lege and of the Royal Naval museum, now

CONSISTENT FOREIGN POLICY 
NEEDED. 
[From the Minneapolis Journal. ] 

We have made no such great mistakes as 
yet, because there has been no occasion for 
them, not because we had a sagacious and 
logical foreign policy. But opportunity to 
make great mistakes is increasingly fre- 
quent, and if we wish to avoid making them 
we must devise @ clear, sound, and consistent 
foreign policy. 

As secretary of state John Hay concelved 
and carried along such a policy as produced 
evidence thereof. Blihu Root was no mean 
successor to John Hay, while his superior, 
President Roosevelt, had that knowledge of 
the round world requisite to the conception 
of a foreign policy—a knowledge which some 
able and sagacious politicians of the home 
bred variety utterly lack. But since 1909, as 
Senator Lodge recently remarked in the sen- 
ate, our position in the council of the na- 
tions, which then was high and honorable, 
has continuously declined.

FATHER IS DEAD 


Indiana Pioneer Stricken 
While Attending Political 
Convention at Valparaiso. 


BOOK TELLS LIFE STORY. 


His Newton County History Re- 
lates Early Day Incidents 
There and in Chicago. 


John Ade, father of George Ade, the au- 
thor, fell dead while attending the Repub- 
lican congressional convention at Valpar- 


' aiso, Ind., yesterday. 


Mr. Ade, who was chairman of the resolu- 
in the convention, was 


was completed. A thousand delegates were 
crowded into the hall. 

Mr. Ade was born at Lewes, England, in 
1828, and came to America with his parents 
In 1840. He was married to Adaline W. 
Busch at Cheviot, O., then a suburb of Cin- 
cinnati, on May 20, 1851, by Thomas Wells, a 
personal friend. 


Keeper of Toll Gate. 

Until the early part of 1858 he lived in 
Cheviot and kept a toll gate between that 
town and Cincinnati. Then he received a re- 
quest to move to Morocco, Jasper county, 
Indiana, and take @harge of a store. 

In his book, “‘ Newton County, 1853-1911,” 
Mr. Ade tells about hia life in Indiana and 
Chicago. 

*“‘In 1854,” he says, “ we succeeded in get- 
ting a postoffice at Morocco on condition that 
the citizens would agree to carry the mail 
once a week to Rensselaer, eighteen miles 
west, also keep the postoffice for the pro- 
ceeds ‘of the office, so that it should be no 
expense to the government. Mr. Ade was 
appointed postmaster, and after some three 
years was removed for offensive partirar- 
ship.”’ 

Mr. Ade had always been accused of start- 
ing the “ Bank of America” in Morscco— 
forty miles from any railroad—and his 
friends have called him “a regular co- 
median” on that account—but in his book 
Mr. Ade gays he did not start the bank, “ al- 
though there is an outstanding joke to that 
effect.”’ 


He Becomes a Banker. 

In 1857 Morocco was made a part of New- 
ton county, which had been cut off Jasper 
county He moved to Kentland, the county 
seat, and remained a resident of that town. 
In 1865 he was elected auditor and after his 
term expired he became cashier in the Dis- 
count and Deposit bank. In 1857 he became 
@ partner in the bank. 

He enlisted in the Sixth Ohio infantry, al- 
though living in Kentland at the time, and 
served through the civil war. 

The book mentions the public reception to 
William Howard Taft on George Ade’s farm 
in 1908, and the fiftieth anniversary celebra- 
tion of Newton county. Mr. and Mrs. Ade 
celebrated their golden wedding anniversary 
in 1901.

Federal Judge Geiger yesterday denied the 
motion for a new trial for John F. Jelke, 
president of the John F. Jelke company, 
oleomargarine manufacturers, and seven as- 
sociates convicted a month ago of conspiracy 
to defraud the government of taxes on col- 
ored oleo. 

Francis M. Lawry, secretary of the com- 
pany, a ninth defendant, is ill in California 
and was not included in the order. He is 70 
years old. Arguments for a new trial for him 
will be heard separately when he returns to 
Chicago. 


Sentence Is Deferred. 

At the request of counsel for the defense 
Judge Geiger deferred sentence until next 
Monday. Attorney John Barton Payne, 
chief counsel for the defense, who is vut of 
the city, will make a special plea regarding

Each of the defendants faces a maximum 
penalty of a fine of $10,000, imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for two years, or both.

The dancers this week are Mr. Hale and Miss 
Paterson, graceful exponents of the various new 
forms of step, sway, and rhythm. They dance 
as if it was a pleasure, not a task, and, unlike 
some of their colleagues, are neither prim nor 
wanton. Well behaved and efficacious, they are 
among the more plausible excuses for the pres- 
ent vogue of this national pastime. Miss Eliza- 
beth Murray sings the songs suited to her 
amusing manner, and there is an interesting 
animal exhibition, including the largest ele- 
phant in vaudeville, given under the auspices of 
the Corradinis, who are making their first 
American appearances at the Palace, 
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Mr. Corradini, by the way, was fearful before 
he left Berlin that his friendly beasts would 
not be successful in America; so he insured 
himself against failure, taking out a large pol- 
icy.

The total annual income from the farm 
is $10,000; the net profit is about $3,600. 
The net annual cost of maintaining the en- 
tire institution is between $85,000 and $90,- 
000. The cost of maintenance per boy, ex- 
clusive of cost of equipment, is $270; or 
about $5 per day. To date more than 5,000 
boys have been committed to the institution. 

> 

HEN in the judgment of the superin- 
tendent a boy is fitted to return to 
his home he ie put on parole for a year and 
his home school principal reports to Super- 
intendent Mortenson monthly. A consider- 
able percentage of the boys are recommitted 
to the Parental school for violation of parole. 
Perhaps one boy in four tries to run away 
at some time or other. But he is inevitably 
brought back. No walls inclose the school 
grounds and no pupil is made to feel that 

he is watched like a prisoner. 

Incorrigible boys have ruined the health 
of many a teacher and have robbed their 
well behaved classmates of their proper 
share of instruction.

NEW DRAFT WON OUT. 


The report presented to the joint commit- | 


tee investigating the purchase of school sites 
by its subcommittee on Monday was not the 
one originally intended for the committee. 

Another report, effulgent with ‘ white- 
wash ’”’ throughout its entire eighteen type- 
written pages, was ready for the commit- 
tee’s action more than a week ago.

The report finally was ready on April 9, the 
first meeting attended by Mr. Otis after his 
return from California. 

At the subcommittee meeting, held for the 
purpose of adopting the ‘‘ whitewash ”’ re- 
port, Mr. Lunsford read the entire text aloud. 

‘We're not going to put over any white- 
wash report like that,” Mr. Otis said. “It 
puts in things that aren't true and leaves out 
things that ought to be there.”’ 


Otis Blocks “Whitewash.” 

Mr. Otis adjourned the meeting. He asked 
Attorney Young to draw up a report. Mr.

PEACE IN ULSTER 
CHURCHILL'S PLEA 


Puts Offer Up to Sir Edward 
Carson in Commons; Move 


Starts Guessing. 


LOOK FOR DEVELOPMENTS 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, April 29, 3 a. m — Winston 
Churchill, the first lord of the admiralty, 
sprang a surprise in the house of commons 
last night which set everybody guessing. 
Austen Chamberlain, Unionist, had moved 
a vote of censure of the government for its 
home rule policy. In doing so he made a 
bitter attack on the government for its 
action toward Ulster. 

Mr. Churchill made a pugnacious reply to 
Mr. Chamberlain, in which he maintained 
the govennment’s right to employ forcible 
measures in Ulster. 

When he had completed his reply Mr. 
Churchill suddenly produced an olive branch 
and urged that a final effort be made fora 
settlement of the Ulster question. He urged 
this in view not only of the dangers at home 
but because the situation was injuring Great 
Britain with friendly foreign nations. 


Appeals to Sir Edward Carson. 

Mr, Churchill appealed to Sir Edward 
Carson, the leader of the Ulster Unionists, 
‘“*to run some risks of attaining peace with 
honor,’’ which, he said, coulc yet be reached. 

‘** Why,’ Mr. Churchill asked, “ cannot Sir 
Edward Carson say boldly, ‘Give me the 
amendments to the home rule bill that I 
ask for, to safeguard the dignity and in- 
terests of Protestant Ulster, and I will use 
all my influence and good will to make Ire- 
land an integral unit in a federal system’ ?” 

Such a statement from Sir Edward Carson, 
Mr. Churchill said, would go far toward 
tranaforming the situation. 

Im the course of his speech Mr. Churchill 
said the government has a perfect right to 
arrest Ulster leaders, to seize any arms that 
can be found, and to prevent the drilling of 
Ulster soldiers. He said, however, that the 
government did not propose to take any such 
measures. The government, he declared, 
would not use force unless force was first 
used against the government. 


Look for Government Action. 

The utterances of the first lord of the ad- 
miralty displeased the Irish Nationalists and 
advanced Liberals, but the speech was re- 
gardeG as most important by the Unionist 
leaders, who hope the government will am- 
plify the suggestion today when the debate 
ig resumed. The government coalition also 
looks for a clearer definition of the proposal, 
and will be seriously dissatisfied if it is not 
given. 

Opinions differ as to whether or not Mr. 
Churchill voiced the views of the cabinet. 
The most reliable reports are that his views 
were personel. . 

It was expected that Premier Asquith 
would make an important statement in the 
house on the Ulster question yesterday, but 
he did not do so. The debate was confined to 
Austen Chamberlain and Winston Churchill. 

Special dispatches from Belfast give un- 
confirmed rumors that the Ulster Unionist 
leaders have received advices to the effect 
that a number of regiments ordered from 
Dublin to the north on Sunday had demanded 
to know the conditions of their service in 
Ulster and declared they would not take 
part in any warlike measures. 


Irish Nationalists Get Arms. 

LONDONDERRY, Ireland, April 28.—The 
Irish Nationalist volunteers, a body similar 
in organization to the Ulster Unionist volun- 
teers, made matters even with their political 
opponents early today by successfully land- 
ing a large consignment of arms. 

The weapons, which are said to have been 
brought from America, were taken ashore 
at a remote spot on the coast of the county of

Chairman Butts Says Company 

Tried to Block Vote De- 
vice Inquiry. 


REPORT NOT DUE FOR SOME WEEKS 


Without offering evidence to contradict the 
charge that money freely was used to swing. 
the $1,000,000 Chicago voting machine deal, 
the “defense” yesterday rested. The case 
then was submitted by both sides to the 
joint legislative committee, which has been 
investigating the scandal) for a year. 

Representative Lucas I. Butts, chairman of 
the committee, announced after five of the 
twelve members had conferred in executive 
session, that the opposing lawyers would be 
be given until July 1 to present briefs and 
written arguments. A verdict may not be re- 
turned until the committee reports to the 
next legislature. 


Present Little Defense. 

The announcement of former Judge Wil- 
lard M. McEwen, representing County Judge 
Owens, that the ‘“‘defense’’ was through, oc- 
casioned surprise. It had been reported a 
strong effort would be made to combat the 
charge that $105,000 had been used to “land”’ 
the sale. 

Except by general denial of counsel the 
“defense’’ did not seek to disprove the 
sworn testimony of R. D. Bemiss that 
the Empire Voting Machine company, 
which sold the vote devices to Chicago, al- 
lowed its salesmen $135 per machine above 
salary and ordinary expenses to make such 
sales. Bemiss formerly was an agent for the 
Bmpire concern. 

Nor did the ‘‘ defense "’ call Harry W. Barr, 
the agent who engineered the Chicago deal, 
to refute Bemiss’ statement that Barr had 
told him $135 a machine was not enough to 
swing a deal in Chicago. The committee 
searched the country for Barr without re- 
sult. 

Company Fought Inquiry. 

Chairman Butts bluntly told Mr. McEwen 
the Empire company had done nothing to 
aid the committee, but, on the other hand, 
had done everything possible to ‘“* block and 
forestall ’’ the investigation. 

The “defense” devoted the closing day 
of the inquiry to attempting to discredit 
voters of the First ward who had previously 
testified their machine votes for Republican, 
Progressive, and Socialist candidates for 
state’s attorney in 1912 had not been re- 
corded: also in seeking to sustain the asser- 
tion that the Empire machines may not suc- 
cessfully be tampered with. 

Six first ward voters were asked by Mr. 
McEwen to repeat on the machine used for 
demonstrating purposes by the committee 
the votes they cast in the election of Novem- 
ber, 1912. Three did so successfully, while 
three others voted wrong. One voter who 
said he wanted to vote for Charles S. Deneen 
for governor pulled the lever that cast a vote 
for Gov. Dunne. That caused a laugh at 


Mr. Deneen'‘s expense. 


Outsider Gives Testimony. 

John D. Harris, a mechanic, who is the cus- 
todian of Empire machines used in South 
Bend, Ind., was put on by the defense as a 
star witness. He was the last witness heard. 
After declaring that South Bend’s machines 
as well as those in the county in which the 
Indiana city is located—fifty in all—have 
stood every test, the witness was turned 
over to Mr. Deneen. 

Harris had stated he never knew of a ma- 
chine being tampered with on election day 
and efforts by the curious between elections 
to “beat it” had failed. He said the ma- 
chines used in South Bend were smaller than 
the Chicago models and cost $800 each. 

Mr. Deneen’s first question put the Indiana 
witness in a hole. The attorney was asked 
if the witness had examined all parts of the 
machine to see if it would rust. He said he 
had in a general way. 

‘‘How many parts are there to the ma- 
chine?” Mr. Deneen inquired. The witness 
didn’t know, but finally guessed 1,000, 

‘‘It would surprise you, then, if I told you 
there are 21,000 parts to an Empire machine, 
wouldn’t it?’ Mr. Deneen asked. 7, 

‘It would,” agreed Harris. 


Firm Sued in South Bend. 

The witness admitted he had heard charges 
of fraud in connection with the South Bend 
purchase, but never knew of any official re- 
ceiving any money. He recalled at Mr. De- 
neen’s suggestion that a suit had been filed 
against the Empire company after the pur- 
chase had been made. He couldn’t remem- 
ber who filed the suit or any of the details. 

Mr. Deneen learned from the witness the 
names of leading South Bend lawyers, ex- 
cused himself, got busy on the long distance 
telephone, and in half an hour returned smil- 
ing. In the meantime Senator Landee and 
Representative Jones had forced Harris to 
admit it was possible for him as custodian of 
the machines to manipulate them to suit 
himself if he cared to be dishonest. The wit- 
ness asserted, however, he would not risk the 
penitentiary by tampering with the devices. 

Representative Jones induced the witness 
to concede it would be possible, by fixing the 
counters, to deprive a candidate of 200 votes. 


Deneen Uses New Information, 

Upon returning to the hearing Mr. Deneen 
disclosed that he had been in conversation 
with South Bend lawyers who filed the suit 
attacking the Empire company machines 
there. He began plying Harris with ques- 
tions regarding the reasons for this suit. 

Mr. McEwen protested against the intro- 
duction of what he called “ hearsay " evi- 
dence. Mr. Deneen insisted he hed a right to 
inform himself so as to enlighten the commit- 


tee and enable it to pursue the inquiry fur~

A Few “Mistakes” Occur. 

*“ During December of last year approxi- 
mately $18,000 was collected by your army,”’ 
began Attorney Mooney. “ Your records 
show the rent for two stations instead of 
being $30 was $46.50.”’ 

“I'm not a bookkeeper—never kept owtth | 
in my life—but I know the record is correct. 
I can’t explain why it should read $46.50, for 
the rent was only $30. There must be a mis- 
take somewhere,’’ said the “* general.’’ 

‘*Isn’t it true that soliciting is the biggest 
part of your work?” 

‘* Yes, brother, it is.” 

‘‘ Can you name one person outside of your 
gallant company who ever received material 
assistance from you?"’ 

‘‘ Gen.” Morgan hesitated and her fingers 
nervously turned the pages of a cash book.

“ Yes, I can,” ‘“‘Gen.”’ Morgan exclaimed. 
‘‘Mr. Bradley was given $17 once upon a 
time.

Overdraws Her Salary.

“Just a Big Graft Game.” 

“You would hardly expect us to give char- 
ity to those who do not work for it, would 
you?’’ exclaimed the general, as she was 
excused.

ELEVATED ROADMASTER DIES

MINE EXPLOSION 
ENTOMBS 203 MEN: 
ALL THOUGHT DEAD 


Fierce Fire Raging in Pits af 
Eccles, W. Va.; at Least: 
Four Have Perished. 


RESCUERS BUSY AT WORK 


Fifty-nine Taken Qut as Women and 
Children Look On; Many Are 
Seriously Burned. 


SHAFTS DESTROYED; MEN TRAPPED 


Eccles, W. Va., April 28.—Al! hope for the 
rescue alive of the 203 miners entombed 
by an explosion today in mines No. 5 and 6 
of the New River Collieries company here 
was abandoned late tonight. 

Rescuers were unable to force their way 
Fifty-nine men, 
all burned severely, were rescued alive from 
No. 6 mine and are receiving medical treat- 
ment in improvised hospitals. Four bodies 
were recovered from the same shaft. 

It is said al! but thirteen of the miners whe 
entered this shaft have been accounted for. 

One hundred and ninety of the entombed 
men are in shaft No. 5, not a man having 
escaped from this part since the explosion at 
2:30 o’clock p. m. 


Working to Subdue "Flames. 

The min> is burning fiercely. Government, 
state, and volunteer rescuers are working 
desperately tonight to subdue the flames. 

The depth c’ tne two main shafts is 600 feet 
and the mines are connected underground. 
There are two other shafts into the mines, 
but the explcs.or. wrecked three out of the 
four. The lone entrance leads into mine. 
No. 6, and by means of it the rescues were 
made. : 

No. 5 mine apparently is completely shut 
off from the surface and rescuers hold out 
little hope of reaching the large number of 
men entombed there in time. 


Fifty-nine Escape by Shaft. 

The explosion occurred in mine No. 5. The 
two shafts of this mine were demolished. It 
ig belleved the explosion traveled through 
this mine into No. 6. One shaft of the latter 
mine was wrecked, but the other remains in- 
tact and was the salvation of at least fifty~ 
nine of the workmen. 

This little mining community of 1,500 per- 
sons was shaken by the muffled rumbling 
of the explosion, which brought women from 
their cottages in a panic and started the 
entire population not at work to the tipples 
of the ill fated mires. At first there was no 
smoke, but men on the tipples knew that far 
underground the toll of death was being 
taken. 

Supt. Thomas Donaldson of Mine No. 3, 
another operation of the cémpany: Local 
Supt. M. E. Kent, and Gen. Supt. F. B. 
Bayles of the New River Collieries company 
were at the scene of the disaster within a 
short time. Supt. Donaldson, an experienced 
miner, 
lowered down the shaft of No. 6 mine. 


Rescuers Save Periled Men. 

For a time the steadily growing crowd ef 
frightened women anda children waited in 
suspense, but soon the signal came to holst 
away and the cage appeared. It bore two 
men badly hurt, a few of the rescue party, 
and two bodies. 

Other trips were mede as rapidly as pos- 
sible and each time blackened and burned 
miners were brought to the surface until 
sixty-three men had been brought up, four 
of whom were dead. The injured were as- 
sisted to nearby houses, where physiciang 
waited to care for them, 

The rescue men expressed doubt that any 
of the thirteen miners still in No. 6 —_ 
would be taken out alive. Some of the — 
men stated that portions of No. 5 mine 
were badly wrecked and they believed et 
the entrance connecting with No. 5 mine 
had been completely destroyed. aD 


Large Part of Miners Americans. 

Of the bodies recovered two are Americans, * 
one a foreigner, and the fourth a negro, A 
large portion of the miners employed are” 
Americans. 

A United States government rescue car 
reached the mines from Bluefield, W. Va., 
at 5 o’clock and another will arrive here 
from Pittsburgh, Pa., at noon tomorrow. 

The New River Collieries company is con- 
nected with the Guggenheim interests. 

The rescue parties worked with all their 
might during the evening. The combined ef- 
forts of the rescuers were directed to mine 
No. 56, where the 190 men are entombed. Not- 
withstanding the feverish haste of the res- 
cuers they were able to make but little 
progress from shaft 6 into shaft 5 because 
of the intense heat and gases. 


Give Up Hope for Men. 

Many of the women were induced to seek 
their homes tonight and there is little ex- 
citement at the mines. Although the rescu- 
ers are making little progress and have prac- 
tically given up hope of getting the entombed 
men in No. 5 mine out alive, they have the 
work well in hand. 

At 10 o'clock they had instalied new fans 
and made an air circuit, making the task 
of boring into mine No. 5 less difficult. 

The New River collieries tonight ordered 
two carloads of coffins and they are expected 
here early tomorrow from Cincinnati.
